W ashington, May 25, — Congress 
today renew ed its a tta c k on P resi­ 
d en t Coolidge's order au th o rizin g use 
of state, county and m unicipal offi­ 
cers as federal dry agents at a nom ­ 
inal salary. 


An opinion by A ttorney G eneral 
Sargent, holding th e order legal, was 
not accepted as final. S arg en t main 
tained th ere is no sta tu te to prevent 
a m an from holding such dual of­ 
fices. 


Because of the legal precedent in 
volved in its relations 
to 
s ta te ’s 
rights, th e order will be fought to 
the lim it. 
C onstitutional law yers 
in congress fear if the order is a1 
lowed to stand it may lead to the 
federal 
governm ent 
“ ta k in g 
over 
o th er state functions in the fu tu re .” 
Senator King, dem ocrat, U tah, a n ­ 
nounced his indention of dem anding 
action upon his resolution, 
w hich 
would authorize th e senate judiciary 
com m ittee to investigate the legality 
of the order. The resolution charges 
its validity is dubious. 
Senator Bruce, dem ocrat, 
M ary­ 
land, followed up his charge th a t the 
order is an 
illegal 
u su rp atio n 
of 
s ta te ’s a u th o rity by citin g a u n a n i­ 
m ous suprem e court decision w ritten 
by th e em inent Jo h n M arshall 
in 
1819, w hich he contended indicates 
the order is legal. 
T he president feels th a t th e states 
have not only invited federal 
en­ 
forcem ent of the prohibition act but 
have com manded th e federal govern­ 
m ent to en ter state boundaries 
to 
ca rry out th e enforcem ent. 
T h e senate again became em broil­ 
ed over th e legality of th e p resident’s 
order at the same tim e Mr. Coolidge 
w as m aking his views known; a t the 
W h ite House, Sen. W alsh, M ontana, 
dem ocrat, an d ard e n t dry, com ing to 
the defense of the order. 
T he 
president 
was 
w ith in 
his 
rig h ts, W alsh said. 
His position 
im m ediately was assailed by S en at­ 
ors George, dem ocrat, Georgia, and 
Heflin, dem ocrat, Alabama. 
T he president has been inform ed 
by the treasu ry d ep a rtm en t th a t the 
order was not m eant to allow sta te 
officers to cross sta te boundaries in 
p u rsu it of liquor law violators. T h a t 
dep artm en t would not countenance 
such action, it was said officially. 
If experience proves th a t the order 
is 
not 
practicable, 
the 
president 
wishes it to be modified, his spokes­ 
m an said. 
The president feels th a t 
th e feeling over his order has been 
exaggerated and th a t it is not as 
im p o rtan t as it has been pictured. 
P ro h ib itio n sta tu te s of the states 
them selves will afreet th e operation 
of th e order, it was pointed out. 
M eantim e a jo in t resolution n u l­ 
lifying th e presid en t’s 
prohibition 
order will be introduced in the house 
of representatives by Rep. Hill, re­ 
publican, M aryland. 
U nder H ill’s resolution, sta te of­ 
ficers would be required to give up 
th e ir posts if they accepted com m is­ 
sions from th e federal governm ent 
to enforce th e dry law.

U tah, in­ 
troduced th e resolution and state d 
th a t legality of th e order w as du b i­ 
ous. 
Many senators denounced the ord­ 
er as an invasion of sta te’s rights 
and others defended it as harm less 
in the debate.

More th a n 300 w ere injured and al­ 
most 4,000 persons are homeless in 
the area.

IN REGARD TO THE SLAYING OF 
WARDEN AND ESCAPE OF 7 
CONVICTS FROM JOLIET

Joliet, 111., May 25.—Leu Small, gov­ 
ernor of Illinois, went today before a 
grand jury to explain affairs of bis 
adm inistration, which made possible 
the m urder of a warden at the state 
penitentiary and the escape of seven 
desperate convicts. 
Appearance 
of the 
governor, de­ 
manded by the grand Jurors, marked 
the climax of the official investiga­ 
tion into the adm inistration of the Il­ 
linois penitentiary and the state p ar­ 
don and parole board. 
Charges of corruption in high of­ 
ficers and allegations that notorious 
m urderers have been able to buy, in 
the past, paroles through an intricate 
system of go betweens have been pre­ 
sented to the grand Jury through the 
testimony of more than a score of 
witnesses. 
It was after hearing that 
the grand Jurors asked S tate’s A ttor­ 
ney H jaltnar Rehn to subpoena the 
state’s chief executive so that they 
could hear his story. 
From apparently reliable sources it 
was learned today that the grand jury 
is preparing a long and com prehen­ 
sive report, which probably will be 
made public on Wednesday. 
It is said 
to recommend the discharge of a num ­ 
ber of the governor’s appointees and 
many changes in the Illinois parole 
system. 
The present grand jury investiga­ 
tion was started more than two weeks 
ago when seven convicted m urderers 
trapped Deputy Warden Peter Klein in 
his office at the penitentiary, slashed 
him to death with knives, walked to 
their liberty through tile gates of the 
prison wall and were driven away in 
an official prison automobile with one 
of their jailers as escort. 
Five of the seven convicts have been 
captured but two still are at liberty.

Industry and commerce. 
The very 
com plexity of modern governm ental 
problems is appalling to those who 
sh are the responsibility In th® face 
of these increasing problem s of in ­ 
te rn atio n al Intercourse. 
Co-opera­ 
tion of the peoples of the world m ust 
rest on a broad fu n d am en tal basis. 
“ M utual understanding, sym pathy 
and tolerance m ust grow up am ong 
the peoples themselves an d cannot 
be imposed upon them. 
“ In the past the history of Inter­ 
national relations has tended to ho 
merely a sum m ary of the differences 
betw een nations. 
D iplom atic inter­ 
course has had as Its chief purpose 
the settlin g of such differences. 
In 
the day to day routine of life prob­ 
lems n atu rally arise In which na­ 
tional interests and 
opinions 
may 
seem to differ. 
"Such differences should not lead 
us, however, to lose sight of 
th e 
fundam ental unity of 
tho 
hum an 
problem. 
The Ills of h u m an ity are 
common to ail nations and afflict us 
ail alike. 
The chief factors condi­ 
tioning hum an life are still n a tu ra l 
rath e r th a n social in ’heir character. 
“ As m ankind learns :o devote its 
efforts to these tasks, ra th e r th a n th e 
futile and internecine strife, 
in te r­ 
national relationships will become 
increasingly co-operative and

Scholasticism was the philosophy of 
the schools of the Middle Ages.

beliefs of the church with the logic of 
Aristotle. 
The greatest teachers of 
the scholastic method were those of 
the Thirteenth century, among them 
being Albertus Magnus, Roger Bacon, 
Duns Scotus, and Thomas Aquinas. 
The latter, known as the "Augel of 
the 
Schools,” 
outlined 
the 
whole 
scheme of Roman Catholic theology in 
his ‘‘Summa Theologian’ 
Though the 
latter scholastics busied themselves 
with many unprofitable speculations— 
such as “How’ many anglos can be 
supported on the point of a needle?’’— 
the whole movement was valuable in 
awakening the mental life of Europe 
from the lethargy of the previous cen­ 
turies, and in preparing the way for 
the revival of classical learning known 
as the Renaissance.

Relies of Bronze Age 
Unearthed in England 
On a long slope of seemingly virgin 
turf between the famous hills of Cis* 
bury and Chanctonbury, Sussex, Eng­ 
land, archeologist* have unearthed a 
site, abounding in evidences of occu­ 
pation, of what is known as a late 
Bronze age village. 
Everywhere are 
the 
signs of a 
peaceful, 
cultured 
homestead, pastoral, yet with many 
of the luxuries of life brought about 
by 4tK» years of Roman civilization, 
and with every sign of this is a sign 
of tin* destruction wrought 
by the 
Saxon Invader. 
The ground is lit­ 
tered 
with 
the 
Roman 
tiles, 
the 
Roman tile nails, fragments of walls 
that were once covered in the Roman 
manner with colored distemper. Here, 
In what was obviously the rubbish pit, 
fragments put together make up a 
perfect specimen of a wlue cup of the 
classic 
red Samian ware, delicately 
ornamented wlAi a pattern that orig­ 
inally 
came 
from 
classic 
Greece. 
Here are fragments of the great 
amphorae used by Romans for im­ 
porting wine. 
It should he noted that 
pots made by these vanished Bronze 
age people and the earliest of the 
Celts would not stand fire, so to cook 
their food they heated flint stones 
and threw them into the water until 
it bolled. 
It is a trick of savages 
to tliis day. Once the turf Is removed 
the soil of the downs about these vil­ 
lages Is strewn nil over with million* 
of Hint stones bearing unmistakable 
signs of having been made red hot 
and then plunged Into water.

THE ROADS OE KANSAS 


Kansas is paying dearly for its parsimony in highway expen­ 
ditures. 
Its playing the miser resulted in the federal govern­ 
m e n t withholding federal aid last year until August I. The work 
was seriously impeded. Three hundred and one miles of highway 
were constructed under old contracts, but new contracts w*ere let 
for only 257 miles. 
The state is now a year behind in its highway program. And 
goodness knows its program is trivial enough, because the local 
politicians cannot see the value and necessity of a comprehensive 
system of hard surfaced highways. 
Sooner or later all the county seat merchants, bankers and 
newspaper proprietors will realize that a state road system is 
necessary to provide the farmers with avenues of approach to 
markets and to social contacts which are essential if the state is 
to maintain a contented agrarian society. 
Illinois, having provided her farmers with a system of major 
highways giving ready access to markets, is now undertaking to 
construct a network of secondary roads primarily for the farmers 
and their families.—From Kansas Highways.

PLASTERERS*STRIKE AFFECTS LATH MILLS 


T he strike called by the Plasterers’ Union of Chicago in a 
wage discussion dispute is affecting conditions in the Park Rapids 
community. As a result of this strike, and the sympathetic strikes 
called in behalf, twenty-five lath mills operating in this vicinity 
have stopped work, throwing between five and six hundred men 
out of employment. 
We do not always realize how closely the 
business interests of the country are associated until something 
of this kind happens. 
The Chicago plasterers want a minimum wage of $14 a day. 
The contractors refuse the demand, and at Park Rapids, Minne­ 
sota, 700 miles away, the mills close down and six hundred men 
are idle. The payrolls are suspended, business interests that have 
extended credit are inconvenienced, and many innocent parties to 
the business situation are made to suffer because unreasonable 
demands force an issue. 
Civilization is said to have progressed 
a long way from the starting point, but there is unmistakable 
evidence that there still is a long distance to be traveled in tho 
evolution of the human mind before the ideal state of civilization 
is reached.— Park Rapids Enterprise.

MRS. HARTLEY 
Monday. 3:30, English III Room 
Mrs. Hartley, Superintendent 
of 
Crow W ing County, gave an inspira­ 
tional talk on rural teaching, urging 
th at one “should love the labor of 
any trad e” and not just consider it 
as a “ bread and b u tte r ” job. 
The disadvantages of rural te ach­ 
ing, she said, are usually offset by 
advantages. 
For instance, although 
the salaries of rural 
teachers 
are 
only from $80 to $00 a month, board 
is only from $18 to $20, so that a 
rural teacher can save as much as a 
b etter paid te acher can save teach­ 
ing in a place whore expenses are 
higher. 
One disadvantage of rural 
teaching is that there is no stabilized 
increase in salary. 
The highest sal­ 
ary paid in Crow W ing Comity this 
ye ar, was $110. 
Another disadvan­ 
tage often mentioned is th a t there is 
little social life for the ru ra l teacher. 
Mrs. H artley pointed out that there 
w as unusual opportunity for creation 
of social life by the teacher. 
There are two plans which may 
be followed for preparation for en try 
upon rural te achin g work. 
One - 
which is not advisable— is to take a 
six-weeks’ sum m er course and 
take 
the teachers’ exam in ations 
in 
ten 
subjects. 
Bv this a so-called L im it­ 
ed Second Grade certificate may be 
earned. 
To secure a desirable posi­ 
tion, a one-year 
normal 
training 
course is almost necessary. 
This 
furnis hes train in g for 36 weeks. 
Mrs. Hartley clinched 
lier 
talk 
very fittingly and effectively by quot­ 
ing.' 
Education is to: Increase the feel­ 
ing for beauty in all m a n ’s physical 
being— 
Stim ulate the love of mental 
ad ­ 
ve n tu re and constructive doubt— 
Appreciate the variety and wonder 
of h u m a n character, experience and 
achievement. 


MISS W ATERM A N 
Miss W aterm a n, of 
th e 
Normal 
T ra in in g D*>pt., continued the discus­ 
sion of teaching by explaining about 
City Grade work. 
She stated thai 
th e teachers must be trained in five 
kinds of work: organization, m a n ­ 
agement, instruction, discipline and 
trainin g. 
The th ree fields of special­ 
ization are primary, 
intermediate, 
and upper grade work. 
The oppor­ 
tunities for service 
are 
unlimited. 
The salaries in Brainerd range from 
$110 to $132.50 a m onth, and that 
is about average for Minnesota. The 
disadvantage's are t h a t te achin g is a 
nine m onth job with a payless vaca­ 
tion of three months. 
Since te ac h­ 
ing at present is ail overcrowded pro­ 
fession, the salary rem unera tion is 
not large enough for th e training 
required. 
The pleasure of meeting

esting. 
The qualities required in a teach­ 
er are: scholarship, .sympathy,

To teach in a city grade system 
one must he a g rad u a te of an ad­ 
vanced course in norm al— th a t is, of 
a two-year course — a plan which

$500 and up for nine months. 


MISS MOSIER 
Miss Mosier discussed high school 
teaching.

Miss Mosier urged participation in 
extra-activities while in college, in 
as much as ability to handle extra- 
activities often increases the chance 
of securing a good position.

opment of such ability, she suggest­ 
ed. might offer a solution for makin g 
a place for on self in an overcrowded 
field.

Mr. Johnson first told of the de­ 
velopment of th e d ru g store, des­ 
cribing the old time methods of com­ 
pounding d ru g s and th e new business 
of selling patent medicines and s u n ­ 
dries. 
The work Is divided into tw o 
groups, th e prescription work which 
includes th e compounding and pre­ 
paring of drugs, and the sales work 
which includes the sale of 
patent 
medicines and 
sundries. 
A 
four 
years tr a i n in g with two years of ex­ 
perience are required to become a 
registered druggist. The tuition fees 
are about one hundred dollars a year. 
This does not include expenses o u t­ 
side of books, etc. 
A knowledge of 
Latin is absolutely necessary as L a t ­ 
in is th e scientific la nguage of th e 
world and all prescriptions are w rit­ 
ten in it. 
Chances for specializing ar* 
few 
except in large doctor’s offices where 
a private d ru g departm ent is o perat­ 
ed or In the d ru g dep a rtm en t of a 
hospital. 
These positions, however, 
are generally occupied b y , women. 
R em uneration for pharmacis ts 
is 
governed by th e locality in 
which 
they are working. The average d r u g ­ 
gist, w o rk in g under some one else 
receives about one hundred twenty- 
five dollars per month. 
There are considerable 
disadvan­ 
tages in pharmacy, some of which 
are: long hours, grouchy customers, 
keen competition, difficulty in refill­ 
ing prescriptions, and the necessity 
of being imm aculate at 
all 
times. 
Mr. Johnson related some very f u n ­ 
ny personal experiences with irate 
customers.
